Claims J-Ci, 
9-16, and 19-21 were rcjcclod ?is being anlicipaied by cited art. Clainif? 7, 8, 17, and 18 were 
citlicr nliowcd or objecicd lo ;is being depcodenl upon a rejected base claim. Applicant has not 
ninomled, canccllccl, or iiddcd chums by this response. 

The prcseni invention cLiims priorily to Swedish AppliciUion Serial No, 0100014-0. A 
i'unmod copy of this nppHcation was submilled to il\c PTO by Kxpress Mail on March 25, 2002, 
yVpjilicnnt notes that die present OHlcc Action docs not acknowledge the claim to foreign priority 
nor receipt of the certilied copy of the Swedish application. Applicant dius respectfully requests 
that the Hxnmincr acknowledge the claim for foreign priority and receipt of the certified copy. 

Paragraph 1 of the Office Action rejected claims 9-16, and 19-21 under 35 USC § 
102(c) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent >Jo. 6, 813,502 to Son et ah " Applicant respectfully 
traverses the rejection. 

Son discloses Iransmilting a request for informalion from a wireless device 130 to a 
which request may be acccuTipanicd by position data regarding a user's current 
position, fn response, ser\'er 136 retrieves the information requested from a database 138 (col.

I' I'or exnmpic, nowhere docs Son disclose: 

- a request being made from the server to ihe wireless device 

- a request by the servtsr for radio Iransfcrring capabilities of the wireless device 

- 0 response by llie wireless device which includes informaiion relating iho radio 
transferring cnpnbilitics of ihe wireless device 

- an adaptation by the server of information content in view of the radio 
transferring capabiliiies of the wireless station. 

In view of the lorcgoing. applicant submits that independent claims 1 and 12 are clearly . 
■ not anticipated by the Son reference. 

Claims 2-6. and 9-1 1 depend from claim 1 and claims 13-16. and 19-21 depend from 
. ■ claim 12 and thus incorporiitc the limitations (hereof. As such, applicant submits Uiat claims 2-6, 

• . • 9rl I, 13-16, siml l«)-2l are distinguished over the cited ait for al least the same tiiasons a.s 

.. dist usfiCfJ above with regani to claims 1 and 12. 
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Panififupli 2 oflhu Ofrtcc Action objects to claims 7, 8. 17, and 18 as being dependcni 
upon n rcjcctcd kisc claiim bm would be allowable if rewihtcn in independent form including till 
llie liniiuuioiis of Iho base claim and any intcjvcuing claims. Since the claims from which claims 
7, 8. 17, and 18 arc distiugiiishablc over Ihe cited art for at least the reasons as set forth above, 
applicant submits that claims 7, 8, 17, and 18 are now in condition for allowance. 

No oilier objcction-s or rejections arc set forth in the Oiricc Action.

Applicant notes tkit ti)is response docs not discuss every reason why the claims of the 
present application are distinguished over the cited art. Most notably, applicant submits that 
many if not all of the dcpctidcnt claims arc indcpendonlly distinguishable over the cited art. 
Applicant has merely submitted those arguments which it considers sufficient to clearly 
di.stingiii.sh the claims over the cited ail. 

In view of the foregoing, applicant r«ispectfully requests the Examiner's reconsideration 
and allowance of claims 1-21 as amended and presented herein. 

In the event there rcnwins any impediment to allowance of the claims wliich could be 
clarified in a telephonic interview, the Kxdmincr is respcctruUy requested to initiate such an 
interview with the under-signcd.
